These meteors, which are very fast aad brilliant, originate in the constella- 
tion Aquaries. ‘This constellation is located in tpe saatern part of the uky 
at that time as ig the moon. (Reference Hr. Qs statemat chat.is so- 
called "flying saucer’ passed near of across the moon.) 


3+ Im ale personal statement, gM states that the unidentified 
flying objeet was three times more brilliant than a star. Aigo, newspapers 
waich published blow-ups of his picture pointed out that the object had a 
saall tall. 


4h. Payohological Aspeste: Strange part of the story is fran qs 
Own statement that "I ned a bunch I would see a saucer’. Also, "I went toe 
Mr. apartaent +» wit on the possibility that a saucer my appear 
ageia ae did ia the waenington case." This stateams definitely estadlishes, 
at least, anticipation or confidence on gms part that a saucer would 
appear for him. Strange! (Captain Gregory's comment): Sauser's just doa't 
appear just beeause you wish one to be there). 


5- Also, his statements, *I began shooting pictures because I aight be 
the only person om earta to get a motion picture of this.” (Comment: A 
Question arises: Was this an unsonsious adaission to the interrogator inter- 
viewing him that he was striving toward this end7) 


6. Condusion: If we discount the statement that he observed the 
objeet for 3-1/2 minutes (and it has been proven by psyehological teste that 
moet people under strees and excitement greatly overestiaate tine), then the 
object, om the basis of other correlated ani supported date given above, was 
possibly a aetecr.
